The sulphur will 
penetrate the tree, or the sap will carry it in- 
to the pores of the tree, and the borers will 
disappear, and the tree will

hole made for it will grow up, and the tree 
will thrive again. If holes made by the bor- 
ers are accessible, fill them with sulphur, and 
the borers will not again trouble the tree. If 
the trees are lerge, more sulphur will be re- 
quired, and perhaps an inch augur would not 
be too large. Let the sulphur be put into 
the tree in haif a dozen places.

New Militia Law. 

The new militia bill hase become a law, 
and if we do not have ten thousand armed 
militia before next fall, it will not be for 
the want of State encouragement, The State 
provides arms and uniforms and liberal pay 
for service rendered. 

The general features of the new ‘ilitia 
aw are not novel but embrace some of the 
prominent pointe of the acts. which have 
been in force in times past. We will avail 
ourselves of a summary prepared for the 
Boston Evening Gazette, for the information 
of our readers, ; 

** All persons between eighteen and forty- 
five are to be enrolled, and the State is to be 
districted and captains elected by those en- 
rolled. Persons between the ages of eigh- 
teen and twenty-four years are to constitute 
the active militia and are to comprise caval- 
ry, artillery, and infantry, and be formed in- 
to regiments, brigades and divisions. The 
present volunteer militia organizations are 
to be kept intact, but they are brought un- 
der the same rules and regulations as the 
active militia, which will also embrace the 
companies furmed under the act providing 
for the Independent Division. The duties of 
the militia will be annual inepection ia May 
six hours drill each month from May to the 
end of September, and three ‘hours each 
month during the rest ofthe year. Encamp- 
ments by divisions will be held four days, 
between the middle of July and the middle 
ofy October. No person who habitually 
makes use of intoxicating drinks can hold a 
commission under this law, and no incompe- 
tent person can be commissioned, the Gov- 
ernor having the power to appoint a board | 
of officers to examine into the qualifications 
of those elected to office if he deem it advis- 
}able. The fines for non-fulfilment of duty 
or absence from drills or state parades, are 
heavy, and provision is madefor the collec- 
tion of the same. One dollar and thirty 
cents a day is allowed to privates for each 
days duty as infantrymen, and three dollars 
per day for every member of a mounted 
company. ‘he uniform of the privates are 
in be furnished by the State, and a deduc- 
| tion from their pay ia to be made until the 
| state is reimbursed, when the privates be- 
}come the owners. If necessity requires, the 
commander-in-chief can order a draft to be 
made from the reserved militia, which ins 
| cludes those between the ages of twenty-four 
and forty-five, and they can be formed into 
companies, regiments, brigades, divisions, 
and attached to the active militia and in case 
of riot the Mayor and Selectmen or Judges 
may issue a precept. The active militia 
may be ordered out of the Stateon the call 
of the President."’

Herald advertised for a clerk to @ grocer. In 
twenty-four hours the advertiser came rush- 
ing inte the office to have the advertisement 
taken out, He was so overrun with appli- 
cante that he could not attend to business. 
In the same paper, at the same time, a me- 
chanic, practising one of the best of trades, 
advertised for an apprentice. Not a boy 
sought the place! Twenty-seven youngsters 
wanted to retail sugar, etc., to find themsel- 
ves, when of age, without capital wherewith 
to setup for themselves, But no youth de- 
sired a trade that would make him indepen- 
dent for life, and the knowledge of which 
would be a fortune in itself. A weak regard 
for appearances, and a dislike of manual la- 
bor, were stronger than 4 manly ambition to 
be able to stand aud go alone.

Mrs. Nichols was accused of having 
broken up the organization, of having defeat- 
ed the proceedings of the ladies of the cove- 
nant. Mrs, Nichols responded with words of 
affectionate warmth to Mis, Authoress, But 
for once, the wrath of Mre, Authoress was 
notto be appeased by praise. Mrs, Nichols 
was an ‘impudent woman to refer to her in 
public." Her name hes hung out before the 
publie for forty years—you can read it any- 
where on placards, and in advertisements, 
Yet she was insulted and outraged that it 
should be spoken before a few hundred 
women and haif a dozen men!
